to London. Investigation disclosed a close association between TayYoiffi 
and individuals named as espionage agents by Bentley.

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Miss BENTLEY stated that BROWDER and SILVERMASTER had 
each other from at least 1934 when they had met, though 
probably not for the first time, during a strike on the West 
Coast.
